The statement said that 
1,750,000 men aud women 
cotdd be without jobs by the 
end of the year and added: 
“ The latest figure of unem¬ 
ployed already exceeds the 
most pessimistic forecasts of 
only a few months -ago, and 
unless immediate action is : 
taken the total will continue to 
increase ”, 

Today’s talks wiH not pro¬ 
duce any rapid changes in 
Cabinet policy, but union 
leaders expect to set the stage 
for an intensive new round of 
meetings with ministers to put 
the case for selective reflation. 

A strong indication of what

There must also be aid for 
the construction industry, 
where an injection of public 
money would create more jobs 
than in most other industries, 
and urgent attention should be 
given to tbe imposition of im¬ 
port controls, he added. 

“ Most important, the 
Govermsent must take every 
step possible to extend train¬ 
ing”, he said. “They should 
ask each training board to 
make plans to extend training 
facilities and make cash avail¬ 
able for them to do that. They 
mutt examine the spare 
capacity in further education 
colleges, and use it for further 
training. They should make 
sure that there is a job or a - 
training course for every 
school leaver."

Tories fighting councils’ 
plans to go into trade

Several private 'Bills pro¬ 
moted in 'tiie Commons by local 
councils will be endangered as 
a result of a Conservative Party 
attack on the threatened exten¬ 
sion of municipal enterprises. 

The- Opposition opens ies 
offensive today with a debate 
condemning the expansion of 
municipal trading and of local 
authority direct labour acbemes. 
It is suffictenay concerned 
about the firae. to have put 'a 
three-line whip on the Vote rn 
the end; of the debate.' 

Its fears have been particu¬ 
larly aroused by private Bills 
from several councils, notably 
the West Midlands County 
Council; which, if- approved by 
Paxfiament, < could allow the 
councils to become : estate 
agents, undertakers or even- 
butchers. 

The Conservatives believe 
that' if Such clauses were 
approved in a private Bill they 
could either - become a model 
for a host of similar Bills from 
I other councils or could even 
become tbe basis for general 
Government legislation, -which 
would ailow locid authorities to 
move into the field of private 
business in a big way. 

That would strike at the heart. 
of the Conservative free enter¬ 
prise philosophy, and thus the 
private Bills, usually fairly un- 
controversia] measures, could 
face the threat of a a main politi¬ 
cal party mobilizing all its 
forces to block their passage. 

Mr Keith Speed, MP for Ash¬ 
ford, a Conservative spokesman 
on the environment, said they 
realized that the party opposi¬ 
tion to the Bills was unusual. 


but he believed the Bills were 
unusual. They had very wide 
implications. 

The West Midlands Bill 
would “ enable them, to do 
almost anything”, he said.

Mr Speed said that if an MP 
said “ object ” to a private B31 
a blocking motion was put down 
and time'had to-be found in the 
Commons .for a debate, on 
which there could be a vote. 
There is little doubt that the 
Tories will object.

Labour' -MPs have signed a 
motion congratulating the West 
Midlands council on its initia¬ 
tive in seeking such powers and 
urging the Government to 
follow that good example by 
introdneing general legislation 
to enable all local authorities 
to engage in such activities.

T he growing number of 
structural failures in modern 
buildings is to be the subject 
of a conference in London 
today. Among the main 
speakers will be Mr Geoffrey 
Scott, whose book. Building' 
Disasters and Failures , pub¬ 
lished last month, has caused 
several ripples within the in¬ 
dustry but appears to have 
been studiously ignored by the 
.Government and local authori¬ 
ties. 

In the book Mr Scott, who 
worked In the industry for 35 
years, describes some of the 
more alarming and, in some 
cases, tragic incidents. They 
include the most, notorious of 
all,- - Ron an Point, in east 
London, where in May, 1968, 
part of one wing of a tower 
block of flats collapsed after a 
minor gas explosion; and the

One of the lesser-known facts 
disclosed in the book is that 
under the Public Health Act, 
1936, several categories of 
bnOding are exempted from 
compliance with the national 
building regulations.

Mrs Thatcher's observations 
on Russia's military stance were 
condemned last night by Mr 
Mason, Secretary of State for 
Defence, as “ fll-timed, and 
provocative *.

Only 8,500 expatri- I 
ates voted in the Constituent I 
Assembly elections last April, 
when registration was restricted 
to those who had either been I 
abroad less than five years or 
had children still living in 
Portugal 

As a result of the Cabinet’s 
decision on Friday, however, 
the expatriates could have a 
significant effect on the elec¬ 
tion result. The decision by 
the'Cabinet, which is dominated 
by military leaders and the 
Socialist Party, may have been 
influenced by the need to 
attract the emigrants’ remit¬ 
tances, which are crucial to the 
economy. 

Denouncing the Government’s 
decision at a rally. Dr Cunhal 
said yesterday it was unaccept¬ 
able that milli ons of votes 
coming from Brazil or the 
United States should be allowed 
to affect the election results. 
The Portuguese people had had 
enough of electoral farces under 
the fascist regime. 

Dr Cunhal insisted that “ fal¬ 
sifying” the result by changing 
the electoral law would be tan- 
tamoac to a reactionary coup. 
He made it dear, however, that 
he still feels that the holding of 
an election can be a positive 
factor in consolidating democ¬ 
racy. 

He also repeated his demand 
for urgent official measures to 
counter the wave of bomb 
attacks on communist targets.

He 
then proposed a minority ad¬ 
ministration of Christian Demo¬ 
crats, Social Democrats and 
Republicans which the Repub¬ 
licans rejected today. 

Rome, Jan 25.—After a four- 
hour meeting, the Republicans 
issued a statement saying that 
they would not join the pro¬ 
posed coalition because “ condi¬ 
tions do not exist” fnr their 
participation. 

Such a coalition would have 


to rely on the support of the 
Socialists, and this was not 
acceptable to the Republicans 
given the wide differences be¬ 
tween them and the Socialists 
oo economic policy. 

The Social Democrats ssud 
that they were willing to join 
such a coalition, providing 
prior guarantees could be 
obtained from the Socialists. 

Unofficial trading of the lira' 
resumes tomorrow, which could 
further aggravate Italy’s 
monetary problems. The Bank 
of Italy stopped supporting the 
lira on Wednesday after spend¬ 
ing $576m (over £250m), or

Search for a face-saving

The search for a face-saving 
formula to end the cod war

The con¬ 
servation experts agree that 
same action most be taken to 
preserve stocks of cod off the 
Icelandic coast. The question 
at the heart of the talks is how 


drastic and sudden this cut 
should' be. 

British marine biologists 
argue that the total cod catch 
off Iceland should be,reduced 
from 370,000 cons to 300,000 
tons, while Iceland's experts 
want it cut doom to 230,000. 
Iceland’s last firm offer to 
Britain, with drawn when Royal 
Navy frigates were sent in, was 
for 65,000 tons, ajja*nst 
Britain’s demand for 110,000 
tons. 

Although the official line is 
that neither optimism nor pes¬ 
simism is at present justified, 
the' Icelanders are thougit io 
be suggesting a maximum of 
about 40,000 to 45,000 tons. 

This means that British 
trawlers would be doing well 
to emerge with half of last 
year’s catch of about JL 30 . 0 W 
tons. With . international 
opinion moving inexorably to¬ 
wards the concept of 200-mile 
limits (as unilaterally declared 
by. Iceland . in October), 
Britain's bargaining position is 
extremely weak.

Debt-ridden Tokyo freezes 
workers’ wage increases

Tokyo, Jan 25 

With the largest industria- 
ized city in the world slipping 
deeper and deeper into debt, 
Togo’s left-wing governor, Mr 
Ryokklii Minobe, surprised h ; s 
socialist supporters over the 
weekend when he told trade 
union leaders that The payment 
of wage increases to tile dtv’s 
217,000 workers would be 
frozen until the local govern¬ 
ment overcomes its present 
financial crisis. 

Mr . Minobe. a staunch 
.opponent of the conservative 
central Government and a 
champion of workers’ rights, 
approved of the proposed wage 
increases last year; but 

apparently he was forced to 
act as he did yesterday after 
economists estimated that rhe 
deficit in Tokyo’s budget 
would amount to £600m by the 
end of this year. 

In entrusting his supporters 
among the trade union leaders 
with _ tiie delicate task of per¬ 
suading workers to accept his 
drastic decision, Mr Minobe is 
aware tiiat the central Govern¬ 
ment can step in and adminis¬ 
ter Tokyo if ihe city’s debts 
surpass 1480m.

.._ So far, however^, such an 
increase in demand is more 
a reflection of growing con¬ 
fidence in survival—despite 
last year’s record number of 
bankruptcies—than of any 
general desire for expansion. 
The fapt is reflected in toe 
Quality of such, demand as 
til ere ;is,'' which ovncentrates 
either-tannery'Jarge areas of 
space—reflecting companies* 
dedsidh to’ cut costs by 
rationalising and integrating 
their businesses—or on areas 
of under 5,000 square feet. 

In London- and toe Home 
Counties demand has been 
holding up reasonably well 
for ■ properties-'-af'. up- 'to 
30,000 square feet—provid¬ 
ing they., are modern and 
reasonably well-located. Such 
properties command rentals 
of up to £2 per square, foot. 
. But there is ah enormous 
amount of unJet older prop-' 
erty available in areas such 
as .north-west London, and 
at toe moment it lottos as 
though -this will remain a 
drag on toe market for toe 
rest of toe year. . 

In the Borne Counties and 
toe South-East rents for 
good, small modern indus¬ 
trial property seem to have 
stabilised qt around £L25 per 
square foot, even in areas 
-where supply considerably 
exceeds demand: the Ports- 
-jnouth area, for example, and 
toe Luton and- Bedford 
conurbation, where toe diffi¬ 
culties consequent upon re¬ 
cession and toe -problems, of 
toe car industry have left 
some 12m square feet of 
space vacant. Older proper¬ 
ties command between 80p 
and £1 per square foot 
throughout most of toe Home 
Counties and South-East— 
although toe-peculiarities of 
toe. Southampton market, 
whore there is a preponder¬ 
ance of good modern pro¬ 
perties, have pushed rentals 
for such older premises down 
to around 75p. 

The- West Midlands have 
also been affected by toe 


problems of the car industry, 

buz industrialists there are 
proving resilient and demand 
was already picking up by 
the end of last year. In toe 
North, in contrast, toe long 
immunity of the West Riding 
market to toe problems be¬ 
setting property lessors in 
other pans of toe country— 
an immunity which related 
in a large degree to recent 
expansion of toe motorway 
system—seems at last to have 
been eroded, and property 
has become difficult to let 
when completed and virtually 
impossible to let beforehand. 
In Humberside toe situation 
is even more difficult, with 
maybe L6m square feet of 
industrial space available for , 
letting and no signs yet that l 
demand is picking up. 

Under these circumstances 
the only form of property for 
which purchasers—whether 
for investment or for owner 
occupation — have been 
readily forthcoming, are 
prime modern premises—al¬ 
though yields have been com¬ 
ing down, from around 12 per 
cent early on last year to, 
in some cases, as low as Si 
or 9 per emit. The market 
for industrial property gener¬ 
ally is not likely to show a 
radical improvement until 
the pace of economic recov¬ 
ery is established. 

For one thing, industrial 
development has continued 
through the slump, so that 
supply is still being aug¬ 
mented: for' another the 

companies likely to be look¬ 
ing for new premises are 
also likely to be hitting 
financing problems when it 
comes to reexpanding their 
production; even financing a 
"normal” level of produc¬ 
tion is, after toe inflation of 
the past couple of years, 
going to require a very high 
level of working capital 
commitment. Under these 
circumstances expansion into 
new industrial premises is 
likely to he given a low— 
and late—priority.

It was with ho regret that 
the property people ported 
Comp any with. 1975. Still 
under the shadow of 1574, 
the year was dominated by 
the expectation of further 
disasters; and if in retro¬ 
spect the return to reality 
implicit ip the abandon¬ 
ment' of rent control, repre¬ 
sented the most important 
recent development in offi¬ 
cial rhiniring , eventual pas¬ 
sage • of the Labour Govern¬ 
ment’s land legislation 
obtained a lot more atten¬ 
tion. The current year, 
however, starts "on a much 
more hopeful note. 

To a very large extent 
that is a reflection of the 

cautious optimism now felt 

for the British economy 
generally, with property 
owners and developers alike 
beginning to feel that 
another 12 months should 
see a much more “ normal ” 
pattern in . property—by 
which demand : outstrips 
supply—beginning to re¬ 
assert itself as end-users 
start to think in terms of 
growth rather than contrac¬ 
tion. Moreover, if in the 
economy generally the pro¬ 
cess is likely to be a gradual 
one, with official attempts to 
check any revival of infla¬ 
tion inhibiting . any- rapid 
swing back to high output 
and high employment, there 
are good grounds for expect¬ 
ing the reversal to be much 
more abrupt in the property 
sector. 

These relate very largely 
to development—or rather to 
the lack of development— 
over tbe .past, two years. 
Partly because the .British 
economy lias ' been in sn 
shocking a state that few 
developers could feel certain 
of their ultimate market, 
partly because interest rates 
have been so high, and 
partly because costs have 
been escalating at so rapid 
a pace (die Department of 
Industry Building Materials 
Prices Index had increased 
from 256-9 at the beginning 
of 1974 to well over 200 at 
the end of 1975), the num¬ 
ber- fit new projects under¬ 
by British property de¬ 


velopers in the United King¬ 
dom has dropped very 
sharply over the past couple 
of years. And the conse¬ 
quence, come economic re¬ 
covery towards the end of 
this year when buildings 
commenced a couple of 

years ago might well be com¬ 
ing into use, is going to be 
an absence of new property 
which will prove rather 
more than temporary. 

For although property 
developers have now aband¬ 
oned the apocalyptic atti¬ 
tudes of 18 months .ago, and 
are prepared to consider sur¬ 
vival with equanimity and 
even a certain amount of 
confidence, as of now almost 
all of them still see their 
function in terms of finish¬ 
ing the development in hand 
and turning “ respectable ” 
—by becoming property 
owners rather . than 
developers. 

And for that attitude the 
new land legislation is 
largely responsible z there 
are companies prepared to 
act now to forestall its 
operation, but most are 
holding back to see what 
happens when the loeri 
authorities take over some of 
the functions of the develop¬ 
ment fraternity. 

So where economic reces¬ 
sion might normally have 
provoked a two year hiatus 
in development, this time 
round it is going to be a lot 
longer, with all that that 
implies for rental income 
and property values. 

Not that all can hope to 
benefit equally from the 
bonanza to come. There are 
sectors of the property mar¬ 
ket which are grossly over- 
supplied now, and seems - 
likely to continue grossly 
over-supplied for years to 
come. London offices are the 
obvious example. Here it is 
not simply a matter of new 
space continually coming on 
stream as the buildings com¬ 
menced before the property 
market collapsed, and con¬ 
tinued with much reluctance 
since, have finally reached 
completion: it is also a mat¬ 
ter of a shrinking rather

than growing volume of final 
consumers, thanks to the suc¬ 
cess of a programme for 
attracting employment away 
from London which is now 
regarded with very mixed 
feelings at County HaH 

So even if prime London 
office properties are now 
attracting a degree of invest¬ 
ment interest not seen since 
the middle oE 1973—which 
they are—-the enthusiasm 
with which such a change in 
the climate has been hailed 
by the owners of—or agents 
for—third rate properties in 
the inaccessible suburbs has 
to be regarded with a great 
deal of suspicion. 

However great the 

optimism which the outlook 
for tbe property market as 
a whole provokes, there is no 
doubt that most potential 
buyers have been badly 
shaken by the events of the 
past couple of years: and it 
seems unlikely that blind 
faith and the speculative 
builder will ever again come 
together to fuel the sort of 
boom which we saw in the 
early 1970s. 

On the other band the con¬ 
ditions of the past two years 
have if anything highlighted, 
the virtues of property built 
with specific end-users in 
mind, particularly if the 
specific end-users have been 
induced to commit them¬ 
selves to a lease ahead of 
completion. It is, for 
example, ouire remarkable 
how stronglv *h» fonts and 
values of good shop proper¬ 
ties have held up through all 
the vicissitudes not merely of 
tbe property market but also 
of an economic recession 
which is now really biting 
into consumer spending. It 
aopears that the retail in¬ 
dustry, even at the start of 
what seems likely to be one 
of the toughest* half years 
since the ■war, is still taW m? 
new sites on, upon the 
principle that those of an 
acceptable duality come but 
rarely and should, when they 
come, he taken with rejoic¬ 
ing.

he extraordinary revival of torture to make people tell 


When in p6A a 25-year-old 
Italian- marquis, Cesare Bec- 
caria, puhashed his essay on the 
.criminal /aw On Crimes and 
punishments which advocated, 
^ among qther reforms, the aboli¬ 
tion of /torture as a relic of an 
'indent 1 and barbarous system 
if justice incompatible with 
reason and humanity, he- struck 
‘such % chord of recognition 
imong Europe's ruling classes 
■that his book became an imme¬ 
diate best-seller and Beccaria 
Jdmself an international celeb- 
'lity- In fact, none of Eeccariu’s 
o-guments against torture was 
particularly new or originaL It 
vas, he believed, irrational as 
’veil'as cruel: for the guilty but 
-strong might resist the pain and 

'emerge uncanricted, while the 

innocent but weak might be 
-forced, in die extremity of their 
"igoby, to falsely condemn them- 
jelyes or others. The same argu- 
• meat had been advanced by 
'philosophers, jurists and divines 
.since the time of Aristotle ; the 
-greatest Roman lawyers, Cicero 
■ and Ulpian, had urged extreme 
caution when using it. And 
-ever since the rcintroduction of 
lortore rbnr ^ ■r p Tnp nnigi] the re- 
viviil of Roman law in the 12th 
-and,13th centuries, the system 
had t been under continuous 
criticism. 

Nevertheless, the prestige of 
the Roman law was so great 
that torture survived as pare of 
die legal system of continental 
Europe until the 18th century 
enlightened rulers, inspired by 
the example of Frederick the 
Great and urged on by Voltaire’s 
polemics and Beccaria's blend 
of reason and passion, suc¬ 
ceeded in abolishing the prac¬ 
tice in their dominions, often 
'against strong opposition from 
’tie traditionalists. They were 
lelped by a tide of hunranitar- 
•ian sentiment among the upper 
.classes which penetrated, with 


the spreading.of literacy, to the 
deepest- levels of European 
society. Throughout the fol¬ 
lowing century of revolution 
and class-struggle north of the 
Alps, though wars became in¬ 
creasingly brutal, and the 
period saw massacres unprece¬ 
dented in history, torture was 
one of those horrors that seemed 
to have been banished for all 
time. It seems oddly paradoxi¬ 
cal, then, that our own century, 
which has seen the spread of 
nineteenth century European 
'values and institutions to almost 
every corner of the world should 
have seen at the same time a 
revival of torture (albeit an 
illegal one) unprecedented 
since the demine of the Inqui¬ 
sition. 

Of the many explanations for 
this horrifying recrudescence, 
two seem to be of particular 
importance. One is the habit of 
torture itself, borrowed from 
Asiatic rulers by European 
colonial administrators who 
were gradually initiated into its 

secrets by their native subordi¬ 
nates. The other is the belief, 
widely held, if not often pro¬ 
claimed publicly by those in 
authority, that torture is an 
efficacious means of discover¬ 
ing the truth—which means, in 
effect, that under certain con¬ 
ditions, utilitarian arguments in 
favour of torture are allowed 
to overrule the moral arguments 
against it. It hardly needs 
saying that the latter argument 
is inevitably invoked to provide 
ex post facto justification for 
tlie former reality: the practice 
of torture invariably engenders 
a belief in its efficacy on the 
part of its practitioners. 

The re-introduction of torture 
is often blamed on the Nazis, 
who in turn, are usually said 
to have adopted their methods 
in imitation of the Russians. 
There is same truth in the 


assertion, but at best it is a 
partial one. The peculiar ab¬ 
horrence with which the Nazis 
are regarded by most contem¬ 
porary Europeans owes a great 
deal to the fact that they openly 
preached what others—outside 
Europe — secretly practised. 
They dared to introduce into 
Europe, for example, the racial 
categories that white men had 
for centuries been using as the 
basis for their dominion over¬ 
seas. The Gestapo may have 
been reorganized by the Nazis 
according to the Russian model, 
and they certainly shared with 
S talin ’s GPU men a predilection 
for physical violence in interro¬ 
gation. But the adoption of 

“Gestapo” methods^of interro¬ 
gation a gain st colonial subjects 
cannot be attributed entirely— 
as it has been by some French 
writers—to the fact that some 
of the French police received 
their training at the band of 
the Nazis, and that some of 
these may have survived the 
“ epuration * after the war. 
Modern abolitionists and pro¬ 
testers tend to dramatize their 
demands by placing an undue 
emphasis on ihe “ techniques ” 
of torture and “ brainwashing ” 
without apparently being aware 
that practically all the methods 
currently in use were known to 
the Inquisition, with the excep¬ 
tion of those methods That em¬ 
ploy electricity; (even this tech¬ 
nical innovation merely involves 
an extension, by modern means, 
of an old and tried method— 
the application of beat ) 

In fact, in this, as in so many 
other things, the Nazis have 
been made scapegoats for other 
European powers. The British, 
for example, did not learn the 
techniques of torture that were 
employed in Cyprus. Kenya and 
Aden 'from the Nazis or the 
Russians. Torture was widely 
used' by the native police in 


A great many examples can be 
produced to demonstrate 
that torture is not only 
cruel, and therefore morally 
objectionable, but is also 
an agent of social terror 


India during the first half of 
the nineteenth century—in 
fact, it became the subject of a 
major row between the reform¬ 
ists and the supporters o£ the 
old East India Company in 
1S34. Although after the intro¬ 
duction of direct rule successive 
administrators claimed to have 
abolished the practice, there is 
considerable evidence that it 
persisted, especially since the 
government took good care to 
cnMire that such facts as came 
to light in the 1850's should not 
become available. The 
rise of the nationalist move¬ 
ment and a v'rgorous native 
press at the turn of the century 
produced a torrent of allega¬ 
tions of the kind that became 
all too familiar in subsequent 
colonial history. It is signifi¬ 
cant in this context that Aden 
and East Africa were adminis¬ 
tered from India, and that the 
Mombasa police, basis For the 
Konya police force, were 
originally recruited from acuong 
the Indian con* *r( ulary. 

While tbv progress of torture 
s!r::c its abolition in the eight¬ 


eenth century is a subterranean 
current of history that only 
occasionally breaks the surface 
at times of political controversy, 
arguments about the efficacy, 
or need, for torture belong 
mainly to the periods of legis¬ 
lation (although it has not 
always been beyond the ingenu¬ 
ity of colonial officials to argue 
hypothetically the merits of a 
custom they denied using in 
practice). The revival of torture 
in Europe during the late 
middle ages depended on the 
authority of the writers on 
Roman law who were assumed 
to have considered torture an 
efficacious means of discover¬ 
ing the truth. A point that was 
overlooked, however, was that 
the use of torture in the ancient 
world was almost exclusively 
restricted to slaves ; and indeed, 
the abolition of slavery auto¬ 
matically entailed the abolition 
of torture during the first eight 
centuries of Christian rule in 
die West. It was a common¬ 
place among the ancient writers 
on law that die testimony of 
slaves should at all times be 
corroborated under torture. The 


inference drawn from this prac¬ 
tice during the middle ages was 
that the Greeks and Romans 
believed that slaves told the 
truth under torture, and Chat 
citiz ens and freedmen were ex¬ 
empted from torture _ as a 
species of privilege fitting to 
their superior station in life. In 
fact, there is abundant evidence 
that the ancient lawyers were 
perfectly aware that under tor¬ 
ture the behaviour of slaves was 
as likely to be as unpredictable 
as that of any other class of 
subject; and modern scholars 
have almost certainly been right 
in suggesting that the torture 
of slaves in the ancient world 
was in. fact a species of trial 
by ordeal, using slaves as surro¬ 
gates. Parties in litigation could 
submit,' or challenge their 
opponents to submit, their 
slaves for torture. The owner 
of the slave who first con¬ 
fessed, or broke down, was then 
considered the loser. It was 
considered less a means of dis¬ 
covering the truth than a way 
of obtaining judgment, an alter¬ 
native procedure to trial by 
jury. 

There was one crime, how¬ 
ever, for which the Romans 
permitted torture against all 
classes of dozen: the crime of 
high treason where ihe safety 
of the emperor was iavolved. 
Here again it is often assumed 
that where the interests of the 
state were concerned, torture 
was permitted because of the 
need to obtain vital informa¬ 
tion. The fact that acts of high 
treason often iavolved conspira¬ 
cies or plots that were revealed, 
or thought to* have been re¬ 
vealed, under torture has natur¬ 
ally tended to reinforce this 
view. In fact, there is a dimen¬ 
sion of added complexity that 
has usually been overlooked: 
the old Roman crimen majesta- 
tis contained, in addition to the 
idea of “ treachery " the notion 


(better conveyed by the 
“Ifese majesce”) of contempt. 
Treason was understood as & 
-form of disrespect which, when 
-STflfUV ofthe emper^s 
was established, also included 
the notion of sacrilege. The 
torture was intended pnmapiy 
to purge this contempt; but, 
in unscrupulous - hands, it 
proved a useful means of forc¬ 
ing over-mighty subjects to con¬ 
fess to plots or conspiracies. 

The provision allowing the 
torture of traitors was taken 
over by the Popes in the 
thirteenth century and applied 
to heresv as "Treason Agaanst 
God’s Majesty". Here, as m 
Swim’s Russia, the- setf-fuml- 
ling possibilities of torture 
reaSizedtheir full potential. 
People under torture coufid be 
made to confess to aaydno^r 
in particular, reformers w&ui 
the Church, such as the w a l - 
derasiaas, could be made to con¬ 
fess to devil-worship and. allied 
abominations. Later, in The 
fifteenth and sixteenth cen¬ 
turies, thousands of old women, 
as well as many younger 
women, men and children were 
burnt as witches on the basis 
of similar, coafessioos^ the vast 
majority of which were 
extracted ' under torture.. In 
England, where torture was not 
used under common law, there 
were witch persecutions as 
well, bat oc a far lesser scale. 
The great witch holocaust 
offers the classic illustration of. 
the function of torture as a 
catalysing force - in persecution. 
For torture invariably provides 
the evidence which becomes ihe 
basis for further prosecutions, 
thereby maintaining the 
momentum of persecution.

Why Manchester’s social conscience 
should be an e xample to us all f 


Manchester is a wonderful 
place. No songwriter is likely 
to put this to music, but this 
abiasive yet big-hearted city has 
achieved wonders in looking 
after its sick and disabled, and 
ensuring that all those who 
need help can get it. 

How well is vour local coun¬ 
cil tackling its responsibilities 
for the care of the sick and 
disabled? Looking around the 
country at social services de¬ 
partments. it would appear that 
quite a few local authorities 
barely understand their terms 
ovft "fileulremenVs" ra loca£ 
ing and assessing rite needs of 
the physically and mentally 
handicapped. 

The pioneering work of the 
last century no doubt awakened 
the minds of elected members 
and officers to needs, and 
statutes, such as Alf Morris’s 
Chronically Sick and Disabled 
Act, have given them the 
powers. But if some councils 
have made little progress in im¬ 
plementing this Act, the ability 
of an authority such as Man¬ 
chester to go beyond what is ex¬ 
pected of rhem is quite remark¬ 
able (much more so than their 
famed football reams or club¬ 
land). 

Manchester’s Social Services 
Department is only four years 
old. Whereas iu ocher areas 
the Seebohm reorganization 
seems to have led to a break¬ 
down of effectiveness. Manches¬ 
ter regarded it as the oppor¬ 
tunity for a more comprehen¬ 
sive serri cc, sen si ti ve to the 
overall needs of families and 
individuals. During the first 
\ear, riie work of welding 
into one department the pre¬ 
viously separate child care, 
home help, mental health and 
wehare services was carried out 
(not without problems, 1 am 
sure, but the department does 
not dwell on them, summing 
them up in the 197+ report as 
simply “traumatic”). There¬ 
after. the city was able to go 
ahead with the extension of day 
care, residential and case-work 
services, making breakthroughs 
in its approach to social care 
and community development, so 
that by 1974 it had in some 
areas exceeded the guidelines 
suggested by the Department of

that in some cases, such as day 
nurseries and old people's 
homes, the demand for places 
outstripped the department’s 
ability to cope. 

This did not deter Manches¬ 
ter from giving a welcome to 
the 1970 Chronically Sick and 
Disabled Act, which it saw as 
an impetus, not a further bur¬ 
den. Thai dramatic increase in 
the number of people in touch 
with Manchester’s Social Ser¬ 
vices Department reveals an 
astonishing degree of unmet 
need. Since the Act came into 
force in 1973, nearly 19,000 new 
cases have been registered, and 
inquiries continue to be 
received at the rate of 22 a day. 

The registration of new cases 
at this rate is a noteworthy 
achievement. It means that the 
social services department has 
made a positive effort to locate 
the sick and disabled within 
the City, rather than, as so 
many local authorities appear 
to have done, simply waiting 
to see who turns up. 

The department achieved this 
by sending letters, to doctors, 
dentists, the clergy, chemists, 
medical social workers and 
members of tbe city counriL It 
used national andtiocal news¬ 
papers, national aid regional 
television, and the'local radio 
station. It made full use of 
leaflets, posters, and inserts in 
the council's newspaper, Man¬ 
cunian Wav, and is planning 
further publicity booklets for 
widespread distribution. 

Tbe cost of meeting even this 
part of tbe social services 
department's responsibilities 
has been £635,000 for the four

The second kind of “error” is 
perfectly respectable; it arises from 
the use of provisional estimates 
subject to latex revision. Many 
figures become firm, only after a 
long interval during which . the 
necessary returns are received, 
collated and analysed. In order"to 
avoid pablishing figures so late that 
they - have ceased to be of use, 
official statisticians often choose to 
issue one or more sets of figures 
based on partial returns and clearly 
marked provisional. The best 
examples are the data on the 
national income which -appear as 


provisional for several years and 
there may well be _ considerable 
oscillations in successive est im ates 
of (eg) the currant balance of i>ay* 
mentis in a particular year. A similar 
situation arises, when a series of 
advance estimates is made. The 
public sector borrowing requirement 
for the still-incomplete year 1975-7S 
was first estimated at £9J)OOm (in 
■ last year’s budget) and now- put at 
something approaching £12,000m. 

Finally, there is the situation 
where a so-called "error” arises 
from the comparison of figures com. 
piled on different bases. Such an 
“error” is rarely statistical but 
rather a matter of interpretation. A 
recent instance is Wynne Godley’a 
“ misting ” £5,000m in public expen¬ 
diture based on a comparison of out¬ 
turn with an earlier planning 
projection and intended as an-indict¬ 
ment of Treasury control and not 
of statistical inaccuracy. Another - 
illustration is the use of published 
figures on registered unemployment 
(eg of teachers) in comparison -with 
unemployment in some wider sense. 
Yet another example is the pro* 
vision of two figures for the annual 
rate of payment o£ extra duty allow¬ 
ances to junior hospital doctors:, 
one of £ll3m obtained from retixrns 
between July and December, 1974,. 
and the other of £ 14.2m from an 
.audit conducted for the later 
period of March-October, 1975. Both 
figures can be valid and they should 

• be so within jhe usual, (and small - ' 
-uiuezu ui error. ... , 

dearly official statisticians have 
a responsibility, not only to admit 
to mistakes, but also to correct them 
rapidly and publicly. .They, need- to 
take pains in explaining the nature 
of their estimates to a wide public 
and not only to professional col¬ 
leagues. There may well be scope 
for improvement in this respect. It 
would help if statisticians were in¬ 
volved more closely than they are 
in the development of administrative 
routines which yield statistics as a 
by-product. Equally users of official 
statistics have a responsibility_ to 
allow for the limitations of statistical 
estimates, particularly of those 
marked provisional, and to make 
comparisons with due caution. This 
raises the vast question of how to 
improve numeracy generally and an 
understanding of the nature of 
statistical estimates in particular.

Death of Steven Meurs 

From Dr B. McC. Giles 
Sir, The public in one _ of its 
periodic fits of righteous indigna¬ 
tion, and hot ra pursuit of scape¬ 
goats, is not a pleasing spectacle. 
No' man is an island, and few of us 
are free of blame in the matter ot 
the duath of Steven Meurs—least of 
all. perhaps those who would be 
most outraged at such an maact 
ment, yet who by their self-assured 
rejection of the need for conserving, 
nourishing and renewing, rather 
than wantonly denaturing the 
humus of our society, have pro¬ 
moted so effectively the si elm ess of 
which cruelty to children is but one 
ugly symptom. But that is another 
story, and from the many aspects 
of Steven Meurs's case which might 
usefully be debated now, may X 
single out two for comment? 

First, there is an understandable 
but erroneous tendency to imply 
chat if only sufficient skill and re¬ 
sources were to be deployed, non- 
accidental injury to children (I use 
the term in its most comprehensive 
sense) could be precisely recognized 
and reliably prevented. Not so, or 
at least only at a cost unacceptable 
in other ways. As was so wisely 
emphasized by the Leader of Nor¬ 
folk County Council (reported m 
your issue of January 17): “ We can 
guarantee that Norfolk social ser¬ 
vices will do better in the future 
but what we cannot guarantee is 
that there will never be another 
Steven Meurs * 

To guarantee that acute appends 
rids will never go unrecognized 
would require that an unacceptable 
number of people with abdominal 
pain due to some other cause, 
should undergo an exploratory 
operation. To guarantee that there 
will never be another Steven Meurs, 
ft would be necessary, as your Social 
Services Correspondent has pointed 
out, to accept that perfectly inno¬ 
cent parents may have to have their 
children removed from them when 
they have taken them to casualty 
- departments after injuries in the 
home. Until the public is prepared 
.to face this requirement, the task 
of the media should be not to whip 
up a comfortable indignation, but to 
educate society about the nature of 
the dilemma which confronts it and 
the daunting decisions that have to 


be taken. Society must then recog¬ 
nize that it has either to make up 
its own mind about what it wants 
or respect the predicament of those 
in the field upon whom It lays_ the 
onus of raking its derisions for it. 

Unhappily, such publicly author¬ 
ized gestures as the abandonment 
of the right of local education auth¬ 
orities to insist upon medical exam-. 
inatton of a child, and a perverse 
reluctance even to give serious con- 
si deration to the French approach 
of Unking the payment ot family 
allowances to the acceptance' of a 
pro g ramme of regular attendance 
at toe health clinic, betoken ril too 
clearly our sentimental reluctance 
to accept toe realities of human 
misconduct. Your own plea for “a 
little more scepticism and -a little 
less commitment” deserves a heart¬ 
felt amen. . 

The second point concerns case 
conferences. These are rapidly 
being elevated to the status of a 

universal panacea. They are nothing 
of the kind and the sooner this is 
recognized by everyone, the better. 

Case conferences consume the time 
of many professionals disposing of 
scarce and expensive skills, with a 
profligacy which it would _ not be 
too fanciful to compare with that 
of a heart transplantation—and they 
ire becoming a weekly occurrence 
in the lives of many of us. . 

They are a reasonably effective 
though distinctly cumbersome mech¬ 
anism for ex changing information, 
but more realistically, they are a 
handholding exercise for ensuring 
the diffusion of responsibility as 
widely as possible between a group 
of professionals, who, with every 
justification, are becoming increas¬ 
ingly unwilling to carry as indi¬ 
viduals the intolerable burdens that 
are being thrust upon them. But 
only those who believe that the 
wisdom of a committee is the sum 
of, rather than the highest common 
factor of, that of its members, would 
see the case conference es the 
answer to the truly awesome prob¬ 
lems of the management. of die 
abused child.

EEC policy on Angola 

From Mr Richard Luce, Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Shoreham 
Sir, Mr MaudBng (article, January 
21) rightily suggests that the EEC 
should develop a common approach 
to toe Angolan crisis. Indeed, tins 
particular issue should be regarded 
as a test case of -the Communary’s 
abiflity to stand together on a 
foreign policy issue which. couM 
have very serious implications for 
Western Europe. . 

The active Russian backing of 
MPLA is yet another example of 
toe Soviet Union’s dete rmin a ti o n to 
say one thing and to do another. 
On toe one band they rpreach 

tile 

other they extend tbeir navy to 
every ocean at the world and 
deliberately lance any boil which 
threatens to weaken toe western 
world. 

If the MPLA becomes the domi¬ 
nant force when an Angolan 
government is formed, then we face 
a number of real dangers. Encour¬ 
aged by Russia, Angola wfiS be a 
spring board for destroying any 
prospect of developing racial 
harmony.in Rhodesia, Namibia and 
niltamacely .South Africa. Further¬ 
more, the development at Soviet 
defence facilities in Luanda will be 
ran additional threat to the south 
Atlantic trade routes upon which 
Western Europe depends. Faced 
with this situation and the apparent 
reluctance of the. United States 
Government to act strongly on this 
. issue, the EEC must at least attempt 
to fiEL the vacuum in the western 
world and to cake the lead. 

I wane to see the -Community 
endeavour to foster strong links 
with moderate OAU states, such as 
Zaire and Zambia; offer to help 
mediate behind the scenes between 
UNITA and MPLA; condemn ail 
foreign aggression in Angola ; take 
a tougher boe negotiations 

with Russia and urge the United 
States to refuse to go ahead with 
a grain deal or Salt discussions with 
toe Soviet Union until they wich- 
-draw their support for MPLA; and 
finally persuade Nato to extend 
their area of military responsibility 
south of toe Tropic of Cancer. 

The West must make a stand 
against Russian expansionism. The 
European Community has a key 
role to play and Britain must take 
a lead in this.

The Rod War

own a stretch of .toe River Stour 
and to rent further adjoining 
stretches. . Some 45 boys and 25 
adults belong to the Fishing Club 
and for many years past we have 
paid £7.50 per annum to the Avon 
and Dorset River Authority -for a 
general licence to fish. In 1975 this 
was increased to £10. 

In. November, 1975, application 
was made for a similar licence for 
the 1976 season. This was dealt 
with by the newly-constmcted 
Wessex Water Authority in Bristol; 
The licence has been assessed at 
£510, a staggering increase of 5.000 
per cent! However, as a conces- 
.sion for 197$, this figure has been 
reduced by 40 per cent, making the 
increase a mere i960 per cent. The 
Authority’s Chief Fisheries and 
Recreations Officer has explained 
the increase as follows, and I quote, 
“In tile past genera] licences ha’^e 
been assessed upon the basis of the 
extent and productivity of a fishery, 
this is no longer so.” 

One wonders whether a similar 
change of policy will result ‘ in 
domestic water rates bring raised 
from some £25 per annum &o 
£1,125?

Anglican magazine suggests easier abortion

The medical profession has In 
effect decided In favour of abor¬ 
tion on demand, and any new 
abortion law should recognize 
that, an editorial in the. magazine. 
Crucible, the official journal of 
the Clmrch of England Board for 
Social Responsibility, states. The 
editorial, by Mr Giles Ecclestone, 
secretary of the board,.flatly con¬ 
tradicts the board’s own policy 
and the policy adopted last sum¬ 
mer by the general synod. 

Mr Ecclestone asks whether any 
useful purpose is served by keep* 
lng the present law, which makes 
abortion a felony except Is cer¬ 
tain carefully defined, circum¬ 
stances. Parliament should frame 
a sew law, laying down that the 
'considered wish of the pregnant 
woman should be the determining 
factor in ordinary circumstance. 
The new law should also be 
devised to cope with to likely 
development of a seif-administered 
abortion drug in the next few 
years. 

The editorial In Crucible takes 
a line more In favour of abortion 
on demand than any other recent 
clmrch document, even including 
the report by a joint Angllcan- 
Methodist working party which 
was rejected by the Board for 
Social Responsibility. Mr Eccles¬ 
tone was a member oF that work¬ 
ing party, and also wrote most of 
the background document which 
formed the basis of the general 
synod’s debate In July. 


He bases his present position on 
a consideration of the role of die 
medical profession in abortions.

Persian carpet may double auction record

A mi d -sixteenth -ce n tury Herat 

carpet, in richly glowing colours, 
and. of uncluttered but flowing 
design, Is likely to become tbe 
most expensive oriental carpet 
sold at auction when it comes up 
at Sotheby's in April. Tbe Safavid 
dynasty (1502-1736) is generally 
credited, with producing tbe 
finest carpets the world has 
known, anti -this carpet has been 
described as “ one of the most 
famous of all tbe Herat carpets ” 
by Arthur Upborn Pope in Jus 
Survey of Persian Art. Sotheby’s 
arc Talking cautiously of £50,000 ; 
no oriental carpet has sold for 
more tban £24,000 at auction. 

Tbe carpet, 16ft by 7ft, bus a 
wine red Held (a muted claretl. 
and Is woven with the Sbah Abbas 
design, with floworheads in shades 
of gold, ivory, pale blue and sea 
green. It is enclosed by a sea- 
green palmetle border. It-is in 
astonishing condition, with a high 
pile, apart from a few areas. 

It tnn included in the Mar- 
quacd sale in New York in 1903. 
one of the great carpet sales nf 
the century, where it caused a 
sensation. It was shown at rhe 
International Exhibition of Per¬ 
sian Art in New York in 1940. 
and again la a small Persian 
exhibition in 1950, held iu bunuur 
of the Sbah of Iran’s visit to New 
York. 


Ail antique carpets are rare : so 
many have been trodden oat of 
existence. But Sotheby’s sale in 
April will cootain a range of a 
quality not usually seen outside 
museums. It promises to be the 
most important auction dispersal 
since the Kevorkian sales of 1969 
and 1970. Tbe sale Is scheduled 
to coincide with Britain's “ World 
of Islam ” festival. Sotheby’s are 
holding a week of sales devoted to 
Islamic art. 

The sale also includes a notable 
European collection of antique 
carpets. There is a huge north¬ 


east Persian hunting carpet of the 
seventeenth century. With a claret 
field and emerald border 4t is. in 
outstanding condition. 

Items are still arriving for the 
sale, which is likely to attract all 
the important Middle Eastern 
buyers and prove one of the great 
carpet sales of the century. 1

Tha report adds further data to 
the accumulation of evidence 
shotting that regular hormone 
treatment (either for contracep¬ 
tive purpo-e* or for the suppres¬ 
sion of menopausal symptoms) 
causes a multitude of biochemical 
changes in the body. Tbe long¬ 
term effects of those changes has 
yet to be measured, and indeed 
cannot be assessed finally until

Giving the private shareholder a stronger voice 


Compaiy taxation reform 


there should be an announce- 
kwuE this week on the formation 
®£ the Equity Bank, an iutitu- 
tion which in time could help 
to bring about a closer and more 
. Permanent relationship between 
institutional shareholders and 
companies they invest in. 

How much such a closer 
relationship could be expected, 
to achieve for the companies' 
Concerned is something which is 
questioned by Dr Kenneth 
Midgley in a study* published 
by the Institute of Chartered 
Secretaries and Administrators. 

‘ In it he rejects the conven¬ 
tional wisdom that either closer 
institutional involvement or 
wider share ownership are good 
for pubEc companies and puts 
forward the case for reuniting 
ownership and control through 
elevating the status oE larger, 
private investors. 

' ;Dr Midgley argues that an 
issue which has tended to be 
ignored in much of the recent 
debate on -company law reform - 
is whether the “still important 
though widely dispersed group 
of private investors should 
remain confined in any control 
activity to the largely sterile 
area of the formal meeting and. 
voting procedures”, or to gin¬ 
ger group activity. ' 

Institutional shareholders find 
ir necessary to exert influence 
through representatives and 


supporters of worker participa¬ 
tion in management are realistic 
enough to appreciate that, if 
company policy is to be influ¬ 
enced, this will involve repre¬ 
sentation at board level. 

“Thus if pnvate shareholders 
are to exert any real direct 
influence rather than achieve a 
merely perfunctory participa¬ 
tion in the procedural facade of 
company meetings, independent 
representation should be 
seriously considered.” 

Shareholders with a given 
minimum holding (this is not 
quantified) could be allowed to 
submit their names, along with 
relevant details of their careers 
and qualifications, for consider¬ 
ation of the shareholding elec¬ 
torate, continues Dr Midgley. 
There might also be a case for 
electing to the board at least 
one representative of the 
numerous small private inves¬ 
tors on a company's share 
register. 

Board representation in the 
context of Dr Midgley's argu¬ 
ment means election to a super¬ 
visory board separate from the . 
executive board, a company 
structure which was rejected 
by the Watkinson Report as 
being unsuited to the needs of 
the British company. 

-The supervisory board's 
powers should not be such as. 
to allow interference in day to 
day management but on the. 


other hand they should be suf¬ 
ficient for the board to be able 
to make an effective assess¬ 
ment of management perform¬ 
ance, to ask questions, to 
institute inquiries and to 
implement control procedures. 

“Thus the supervisors might 
be empowered to meet the 
auditors and receive their 
report, to approve directors 
contracts, to initiate and/or 
approve incentive schemes and 
to be consulted hy the manage¬ 
ment board on important issues 
affecting the company as a 
whole. . _ _ ■ 

11 For example, on full take¬ 
over bids, partial bids for sub¬ 
sidiaries or separate trading 
units, new capital issues, means 
of securing sound management 
succession (including appoint¬ 
ment and dismissal of executive 
directors) and means of clarify¬ 
ing information submitted to 
shareholders.” 

Once more effective control 
was introduced along these 
lines the present and ineffec¬ 
tive “facade” of shareholder 
control could be removed. Dr 
Midgley rejects the view that 
shareholders already have effec¬ 
tive legal means <at their dis¬ 
posal for con trailing companies, 
on the grounds that these are 
prohibitive either in their ex¬ 
pense or the degree of orgam-' 
zation required. 

- “ In particular there would 


be a Strong case for dropping 
the inclusion of post-paid proxy 
cards with the annual report. 
Ultimately the possibility of 
confining voting to key issues 
could be considered, as also 
could be the feasibility of drop¬ 
ping the full annual general 
meeting”, though then it.would 
be desirable to lower die voting 
support necessary to demand a 
general meeting. 

Dr Midgley suggests that 
there should be provision for 
institutional shareholders also 
to be represented on a super¬ 
visory board. At present the 
institutions do not exercise con¬ 
tinuous supervision, but rather 
begin to take a serious interest 
in control after signs of indis¬ 
position have begun to appear. 

“ Furthermore the investment 

managers who organize and co¬ 
ordinate the activities of the 
institutional committees are not 
in their professional capacity 
direct investors and thus may 
not have the same intensity of 
interest in the profitability of 
their investments as the fairly 
large private shareholders.” 
Nevertheless, their experience 
and authority could be useful to 
private shareholders on the 
supervisory, board. 

One effect of providing for 
voting - power, to reside' in the- 
bands of ■ the larger private 
shareholders, of the institu¬ 
tional shareholders and repre¬ 


sentatives . of die smaller 
shareholders, would be to " dis¬ 
franchise the speculative 

investor ”, Dr Midgley claims. 

The introduction of share¬ 
holders 3 supervisory.. boards 
could be confined initially to, 
say, the top 20 public. com¬ 
panies.

Roles Sir Mark Turner must fill as RTZ’s new chairman 


Just a month ago at the age 
of 69 Sir. Mark Turner was un- 
willingly pitched into the role 
of chairman and chief executive 
of Rio _Ti mo-Zinc, Britain’s most 
dynamic and exciting mining 
finance house, following the 
death of Sir Val Duncan. 
. Sir Val died unexpectedly, 
at the age of 62, and. partly 
because of this and partly owing 
to the way RTZ had developed, 
he left no heir apparent. Thus 
Sir Mark was drafted in to 
bridge the void. 

; Sir Mark is emphatic that he 
neither wanted nor sought the 
job. There is no reason to 
df>ubt his sincerity, since be 
brought Sir Val into the old 
Rio Tinto company and formed 
the triumvirate with Sir Val and 
Mr Roy Wright, now non-execu¬ 
tive director, which built up the 
organization to the international 
giant it is today. 

Although a bright and ener¬ 
getic 69-y ear-old. Sir Mark 
openly acknowledges that his is 
not a long-term post. “ Nobody 
at my age goes into this sort 
of racket with a view to doing 
jt forever, so if you say that 
tfiere is only a reasonable time 
for which this transition period 
can last it must be fairly ob¬ 
vious I have two roles to ful¬ 
fil”, he says. 


The accumulation of know¬ 
ledge and eiqierience built up 
over the years both in con¬ 
nexion with RTZ and in the 
financial world—he has been in 
merchant backing since he was 
18 and deputy chairman. 
Klein wort-Be ns on—has to be 
passed on, and a successor 
found. 

' Sir'Mark is adamant that the 
roles of chairman and chief exe¬ 
cutive of RTZ must be split. In 
the' beginning, he says,' when 
the company was small but ex¬ 
panding, there was sense in 
combining the two functions. 
Now the situation has changed. 

“I believe that for companies 
of this large size it is not really 
possible any longer for both 
functions to be carried out by 
the same individual. The man 
who is chief executive will be 
better as chief executive by hav¬ 
ing a non-executive chairman 
who will bear the load which 
goes with the position of the 
senior person in a company of. 
international significance such 
as this.-” 

The situation which gave rise 
to the non-availability of an 
heir apparent is defended by 
Sir Mark who says that even 
with the benefit of. hindsight 
he would not have wished the 
composition of the board or the 


management structure to have 
been altered. - 

Sir Val, he says, believed in 
a policy of “low fences” so 
that the organization is “ extra¬ 
ordinarily non -hierardn cal ”, 
a state of affairs be describes 
as “ fun ”, implying that actual 
membership of the board has 
not been of overriding 
importance. 

However, Sir Mark did reflect 
that “one of die characteristics 
of business is that people who 
run them forget that they grow 
old”. Two yens ago the first 
of several new and younger ap¬ 
pointments were made to the 
board so that the ages now 
range between 33 and 69. It was 
the beginning at an evolution 
but by no means a watershed in 
the way the company had been 
run. 

“I feel quite satisfied with, 
what Sir val's general inten¬ 
tions were—to keep these two 
offices of chairman and chief 
executive until probably he 
reached the age of 65. He would 
have been looking for some¬ 
body to take on the chief execu¬ 
tive role when he reached 65 
while staying on as chairman.” 

But he added: “ That was the 
broad plan bur putting it into 
practice was another matter.” 

Although he has an intimate

knowledge of RTZ’s operations 
—indeed he was the architect 
of the company’s pioneering of 
offbaJance sheet financing in 
the mining business—Sir Mark 
is not rushing his fences. The 
transition to the post of leader 
involves a change of perspec¬ 
tive- 

Asked what plans he had far 


at what is going on—it is a 
new job.” 


Sir Val was undoubtedly the j 
visionary behind RTZ’s growth 
and .there have been fears that ; 
his death may lead to the com-. 
pany becoming staid and un¬ 
adventurous. Sir Mark com- i 
meats: “ Sir-Val (fid not create 
just a single power organization 
where entrepreneurial skills de¬ 
pended on one man. He created 
a series of companies with 
people who are all raring to 
go.” . 

. He added : “ It is a pity to 
associate growth and enterprise 
solely with adding new stars.” 
E xp and i ng existing projects 
can be just as important, apart 
from the fact that the way a 
company develops depends on 
the present environment. 

“You live in a world where 
big business is a dirty word, 
where size is a dirty word, but 
I don’t think the steam has 
gone out of RTZ and I don’t 
think it can.” 

On a more general level. Sir 
Mark commented that flair in 
management had to be related 
to prevailing conditions, which 
did not always encourage 
growth and development. He 
added: “The financial com: 
m.unity is a little too apt to 
judge things by sterile figures."

Sir, Whilst it must have been 
comforting for many policy- 
holders - to read Mr BandeU’s

Parody, it is the normal prac¬ 
tice for the - householder's 
mortgagee building society'to 
insure oh his bebsdf pursuant 
to a covenant: in the mortgage 
to insure up to-the fuild value 
of the property.;. The result is 
that, as a miwmmiw, the full 
purchase " consideration ■■ is 
insured for. ^Obviously this 
fails to discriminate between 
the proportion of the considera¬ 
tion attributable to the land 
(and not normally subject to 
the risks insured-against) and 
the proportion attributable to 
the buddings. This point 
should be borne in mind where 
the insurers argue that a 
property is under-insured am 
the basis of its current value, 
ie, potential sale price.'

Not so much a prescription, more a regret 


Jt-;ls a brave man who sets out to 
answer the question: what is wrong 
with the British economy ? For a wise 
man knows that there is no one con- 
irfncmg-xnswer. Further, a school of 
increasing influence.would answer that 
what is wrong lies not with the British 
economy, but with a system which 
seeks to judge economic and social 
progress solely in terms of the growth 
rate of the gross national product, as 
measured by‘central statistical offices 
isd'ln no more qualitative way. 

It is, therefore, no. surprise that Lord 
Warkinson's new book, Btucprint for 
industrial Survival* tails somewhat 
short - of the promise held oat by ft* 
title. Indeed, it should more accurately 
travel under its sub-title “What has 
gone' wrong in industrial Britain since 
tiie-war? “ For* it consists of one dis¬ 
tinguished public servant and indus- 
trialisFs -view of the lessons to be 
drawn'from episodes in a career that 
has spanned -commerce, industry, poli¬ 
tics sod both the. public and private 
sectors. : ■ 

- It.is taore a statement by an indus¬ 
trial pb0tjcran than a .compelling and 
novel formula for how our affairs 


should be' better ordered in future 
decades. 

Lord WatHnson wilt not, as a result 
of this book, be making himself easily 
popular with all his fellow industrial¬ 
ists. He declares, for example, in forth¬ 
right terms his conviction that the 
British economy will now always - be 
of a “ mixed " character. 

For bis argument. Lord TVatlrinson 
takes examples of political and in¬ 
dustrial problems that have come 
before him, as Minister of Transport 
and of- Defence, as chairman of 
Cadbury Schweppes and as one of the 
dominant elder statesmen of the Con¬ 
federation of British Industry. The 
effect, however, is to make dear the 
nature of the problems that confront 
government and industry in the com¬ 
plex world_ in which we live, rather 
than to indicate any clear insights into 
how such issues should be better 
handled in future. 

The evidence of his experiences, the 
memoranda (for example) that - he 

wrote at early stages of the TSR2.pro- 
jeer, and the rest, are used as support 
for-a number of assertions that have 
been made by others before. They 


indnde the view that our system forces 
those in power to react to short-term 
political factors instead of to longer- 
term managerial imperatives; that gov¬ 
ernment must draw back from detailed 
interference fn industry, whether- pri¬ 
vately or publidv financed; and that 
our sodal, industrial, trade union and 
legal attitudes to profitable activity 
are less' intelligent and progressive 
than those in our competitor countries. 

There is more than, a suspicion 
through these curiously simple pages 
that Lord Watbinson is.either more of 
a prisoner of the system which he is 
criticizing than he knows, or that he 
is deliberately drawing back frottTrhe 
conclusions to which his material is 
drawing him. Thus there is a clear 
impression of his view that the private 
sector should be allowed to get on 
with its thing, while the public sector' 
should be allowed to manage' itself 
according to more dearly commercial 
principles. In both cases the impression. 

is that the national interest would be 

better served by an altogether more 
commercial attitude towards industrial 
derisions. 


This is, however, somehow combined 
with an uncritically patriotic (to put, 
not too fine a point on it, ebauvinistit). 
defence of projects like the TSR2 and 
Concord (as it was still spelt in Us 
time) - and a curious assertion ti]at two 
■ major missed opportunities of the 
period were the failures to make moire

Export Council 

The flavour, in fact, of Lord Wat- 
Vinson’s reminiscences is one of 
nostalgic regret that government apd 
industry could not work together more 
effectively, often on projects with little 
or no commercial appeal There dogs, 
indeed, seem to be a choice between 
industrial and social systems which 
accept as a reflex a national identifi¬ 
cation of national political and 
economic goals (Japan might be an 
example); and our own more poly- 
centric, almost anarchic, liberal 
system. 

Lord Watldnson effectively, adds Us 
voice to those who think our system 
is hopelessly ineffective. I am not to 
sure.

Hopes clouded at 
Skelmersdale 


The bitter sense of disillusion 
in the hearts of the 1.400 or so 
workers who lost their jobs 
this weekend as a result of the 
closure of the Thorn television 
tubes factory at Skelmersdale, 
in South-west Lancashire, is 
being expressed in- what are 
perhaps the most readily un¬ 
derstandable forms. 

Most criticized ere the 
national policies, which have 
allowed tiie market for The 
firm's products to be eroded 
beyond the point of no return 
and, for instance, which pump 
millions of pounds worth of 
aid into saving an American- 
owned car firm while another 
industry is allowed to perish— 
or so it seems—for want of 
support. 

Such reactions are both 
predictable and forgivable 
but, in truth, the Thorn trag¬ 
edy is just the latest chapter 
in a story of growing disen¬ 
chantment for a community of 
Merseysiders who, having suf¬ 
fered much, and been prom¬ 
ised. much, are how seeking « 
vision of better things collapse 
about their ears.

occupied a couple of rooms in opportunities, 
a slum house, in—let us say— 
the Everton district of Liver- _ .. . 

Small companies

This Is not to suggest that, 
like all new towns, Skelmers¬ 
dale has been without its prob¬ 
lems. But the houses, the 
schools, the shops and tiie 
amenities were built. The in¬ 
dustrial sites were laid out and 
serviced and more than 90 
firms moved in to provide 
work. Among them were two 
of the “ big league ”. Thorn 
was one of them and Cour- 
taulds the other. 

Between them they repre¬ 
sented an investment in Skel¬ 
mersdale of around £25 m and 
they employed some 20 per 
cent , of the new town’s work¬ 
ing population. 

Unemployment 

Now Thorn has gone and 
Courtaxdd's future still hangs 
it) the balance after many 
months of closure rumours ana 
short time working. 

There is more than 10 per 
cent unemployment in Skel¬ 
mersdale and gloomy forecasts 
are to be heard that the town' 
may well see a quarter of its 
workforce out of a job before 
the winter is out. 

It would be a rash man who 
now predicted with any confi¬ 
dence what the future of Skel¬ 
mersdale New Town will be. 
Certainly it wiH need both a 
significant improvement iir the 
general economic climate and 
overall investment levels, plus 
a massive and sustained effort 
to regain lost ground, before it 
Gan hope to achieve tiie sort of 
growth that has hitherto been 
envisaged: 

By last summer tiie popula¬ 
tion of the new town had 


albeit with difficulty in some 
cases. 

Indeed, as the shock of the 
Thorn closure was being 
brought home to Skelmersdale 
last week, one businessman, Mr 
Andrew Flatley, managing 1 
director of Zorba Europa, was 
announcing expansion plans 
that will create 250 new jobs 
by June. The firm, which, 
manufactures non-stick pans, 
already has one factory- 
employing 100 people and, inci¬ 
dentally, working weekend 
overtime—in the new town. If 
will start to move machinery 
into a second factory this week 
and take on an initial workforce 
of 100. 

The stated aim of the Skel¬ 
mersdale Development Cor¬ 
poration is to increase tiie pop* 
illation by a further 40,000 by 
19S5. The plans to extend the 
town’s limits by more than 
1,000 acres, or a quarter of its 
present size, are something of 
a political not potato and are 
meeting opposition from local 
authorities concerned. ; 

It may well be that the crisis 
that Skelmersdale now faces, 
in terms of both employment 
and confidence, may lead to 
fresh ■ thinking and that for 
some considerable time to 
come the effort will have to 
be directed towards restoring 
and consolidating the new 
town within its present limits 
rather than looking for big 
new growth. And, in this con¬ 
text, a diversified structure of 
smaller industries could well 
be the best solution. 

Meanwhile, what Skelmers¬ 
dale most needs is a breathing 
space without further major 
setbacks like the Thorn shut¬ 
down. The prospects are not, 
unhappily, very .good. ’

Setback hits 
all sectors 


Disaster struck shipowners 
across the whole freight markets 
lasr week. It was one of the 
worst periods owners had suf¬ 
fered since the market slumped 
midway through last year.
